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Looking beyond 

Students embrace female viewpoint at MLK vigil

The audience was hanging on to 
her every word and movement. With 
her soulful voice and historic words, 
actress Adilah Barnes graced the stage 
in Forum Hall on Wednesday eve- 
ning for K-State students, faculty and 
staff. The performance was part of Al- 
pha Phi Alpha Fraternity Inc.'s annu- 
al Martin Luther King Jr. lecture and 
candlelight vigil. 

"The event has been on this cam- 
pus for over 20 years now," said Adri- 
an Carter, senior in finance and mem- 
ber of Alpha Phi Alpha. "The main 
purpose of this event is to commem- 
orate the life and legacy of Dr. Martin 
Luther King." 

Carter, who is the Martin Luther 
King vigil coordinator for the fraterni- 
ty, said most of the previous candle- 
light vigil speakers have been men, 
and they wanted to feature a different 
perspective this year. 

"We just wanted to bring an Af- 
rican-American woman this time to 
show we are diverse with the pro- 
grams we put on," he said. "Her show 
[was] very entertaining and [was] in- 
formative for the K-State community." 

Barnes performed an original 
piece entitled "I am that I am: Wom- 
an, Black." The one-woman show gave 
a historic journey into the lives of sev- 
en noted black women. Some of the 
women included Sojourner Truth, 
Mary McLeod Bethune and Maya An- 
gelou. 

"Ninety-nine percent of what I 
said is in the words of the women," 
Barnes said. "There's certainly many 
other women who are worthy of being 
in this play." 

Barnes did extensive research for 
the piece. Not only did she read books 
and Web sites, but she also visited sev- 
eral of the women's hometowns to feel 
more connected to them, she said. 

"[With] each of these women, I 
feel their spirits," she said. "I feel very 
connected to them and very proud to 
be a vessel portraying them." 

At the conclusion of the play, 
Barnes took questions about the play's 
origin and how she began her career. 
She ended by saying that her main 
purpose was to give people a better 
understanding of where Americans 
came from. 

"I hope everyone walks away

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City rental committee discusses inspection ordinance

Manhattan's Rental Inspec- 
tion Committee continued discus- 
sion about creating a mandatory 
inspection ordinance for all rental 
properties in Manhattan Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

The proposed ordinance, if 
enacted, would require all of Man- 
hattan's rental properties to under- 
go mandatory annual inspection 
from the city. 

During Wednesday's meeting, 
which was the committee's third 
since being formed in December, 
the committee discussed logistical 
aspects of the proposed ordinance, 
including cost, scope and extent of 
the inspections. 

The committee did not cal- 
culate exact costs but agreed that 
property owners would be required 
to pay a certain fee for each prop- 
erty they own. 

While the owners of each rent- 
al property will be responsible for 



paying the inspection fee, the bur- 
den will undoubtedly fall to the 
tenant of the property. 

Brice Ebert, who works for Al- 
liance Property Management and 
represents landlords of Manhattan 
on the committee, said landlords 
will charge tenants higher rates be- 
cause of the inspection fee and the 
administrative cost involved with 
coordinating inspections. 

"Anything that is going to cost 
me, as the business owner, I am go- 
ing to pass on to the tenant," Ebert 
said. "So $20 is going to turn in to 
$40 or $50." 

The committee did not decide 
the amount of the inspection fee, 
but discussed fees involved with 
similar ordinances in other college 
towns. 

The city of Lawrence charg- 
es a $25 inspection fee per proper- 
ty, but only on single -family units 
near campus. In Lincoln, Neb., 
property owners are charged a $60 
inspection fee per unit, up to three 
units, and $6 for each subsequent 



unit. In Ames, Iowa, property own- 
ers are charged between $14 and 
$60, depending on the number of 
units in a property. 

The committee discussed the 
scope of the proposed ordinance, 
which will be for properties within 
Manhattan city limits, but not on 
the K-State campus. While student 
housing on campus will be exempt 
from the ordinance, fraternities, 
sororities, and other off-campus 
housing will be subject to the in- 
spections. According to estimates 
from the Riley County Appraisers 
Office and the U.S. Census, Man- 
hattan has around 11,800 off-cam- 
pus rental units. 

Brad Claussen, building offi- 
cial for the city of Manhattan and 
the committee's moderator, said a 
rental inspection ordinance could 
combine several current inspec- 
tion processes. Currently, the fire 
department conducts inspections 
of certain buildings almost annu- 
ally, Fort Riley has an inspection 
process for soldiers who rent off- 



post, and any rental property can 
be inspected if a complaint is filed. 

"If a tenant calls us and says, 
'Hey, my landlord won't fix my 
apartment,' then we come out and 
inspect it," he said. "That is our 
current process." 

Claussen said the inspection 
process under the proposed ordi- 
nance would include checking for 
fire safety, plumbing, structural in- 
tegrity, and the overall condition 
of the unit, which is similar to the 
city's current inspection process 
after a tenant complaint. 

Claussen said the committee 
also discussed the idea of

Street 
closings 
expected

As construction con- 
tinues on the parking 
garage south of the In- 
state Student Union, 
more closures of the ad- 
jacent streets will occur 
throughout the semester 
due to the positioning of 
construction vehicles and 
materials, said Darwin 
Abbott, director of park- 
ing services. 

As main contractors 
Murray and Sons Con- 
struction Co. Inc. of To- 
peka move forward with 
construction, portions of 
Mid-Campus Drive and 
17th Street are expected 
to be temporarily closed. 

Abbott also said the 
concrete pouring dates 
are not scheduled due 
to unpredictable weath- 
er and construction prog- 
ress. However, Parking 
Services will be working 
closely with Murray and 
Sons to allow for at least 
two to three days notice 
before a street is closed. 

"We will continue to 
give our university drivers 
as much advanced warn- 
ing as we have," Abbott 
said. 

Construction is ex- 
pected to be finished in 
May. 



Suspects 
attempt 
theft from 
Wal-Mart

Two suspects used un- 
orthodox tactics to steal 31 
video games from the Man- 
hattan Wal-Mart around 4 
p.m. Tuesday, and though 
they were not caught, they 
also did not get away with 
the loot. 

Riley County Police 
Department Lt. Kurt Mol- 
drup said the two suspects, 
a white man and white 
woman in their 20s, stole 
seven Playstation 3 games, 
11 X-Box games, 10 Wii 
games, two Playstation 2 
games and one PSP game 
by cutting a hole through 
the wall of the garden cen- 
ter, which is attached to the 
side of Wal-Mart, using an 
unknown cutting tool. The 
wall is made of three sheets 
of plastic tarp material. 

After exiting the gar- 
den center, Moldrup said 
the suspects left the games 
under a vehicle in the park- 
ing lot, where they were dis- 
covered by a Wal-Mart em- 
ployee. 

Moldrup said the dam- 
age to the building was es- 
timated at $3,000 while 
the games were valued at 
$1,060.

Clinton is scheduled to be sentenced 
on April 3. She could face up to a year in 
prison.

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Presidential committee nears end of search

Recently, there has been a buzz on 
campus, with the word "change" on many 
K-Staters' lips. The buzz centers on the fu- 
ture of the university, where a changing of 
the guard is about to take place. 

After 23 years, President Jon Wefald 
announced his retirement in May 2008. He 
will turn over his position at the end of the 
semester to either Kirk Schulz, vice presi- 
dent for research and economic develop- 
ment at Mississippi State University; Steve 
Ballard, chancellor of East Carolina Univer- 
sity; or a third candidate whose name has 
yet to be announced. 

The university and Manhattan commu- 
nity have already met Schulz, Ballard be- 
gins his visit today, and the final candidate 
is scheduled to arrive on campus Monday. 
The campus visits are the result of a meticu- 
lous nationwide search to find the best pos- 
sible person to lead K-State into the next de- 
cade, led by a dedicated team of K-Staters. 

Last summer, the Kansas Board of Re- 
gents formed an 18-member committee with 
representation from students, faculty, alum- 
ni and the Manhattan community, as well 
as the board. This select group became the 
K-State Presidential Search Committee and 
set out to find Wefald's replacement. 



Fred Fairchild, professor of grain science 
and industry and search committee faculty 
representative, said the initial members 
for the committee were chosen by the 
Board of Regents - one each to represent 
the community, the student body, K-State 
faculty, staff and administration, and K-State 
alumni. The members then nominated 
several representatives from their respective 
groups. From these nominations, the Board 
of Regents chose the final 18 members. 

"We've been meeting on a regular basis 
since this summer," he said. "The committee 
has been very effective and has a very good 
working relationship among it." 

Nelson Galle, search committee chair, 
said when the group first met in August of 
last year, it laid out a schedule and a job 
description, which became known as the 
Statement of Leadership Characteristics. 
This plan detailed leadership skills, sustain- 
ability competency and overall university 
commitment required for the job. 

With the help of a search consultant 
hired by the Board, the committee then be- 
gan to advertise for the position at univer- 
sities across the nation. Galle, who is also 
a former Regent, said after several reviews, 
meetings and interviews, the three best can- 
didates for the job were chosen. At the end 
of the month, the Board of Regents will con- 
duct the last series of interviews and make 



its final decision. 

Committee student representative and 
student body president Lydia Peele said each 
committee member was extremely involved 
in the search process. With the group's great 
cooperation, she said the whole process has 
run very smoothly. 

"We've been able to work with a lot 
of people who love K-State," she said. "I'm 
really excited about the three [candidates] 
that we're bringing on campus." 

Galle said he too is pleased with the 
choice of candidates and described them 
each as "energetic, qualified and experi- 
enced leaders." 

"All three of these candidates under- 
stand how important a land-grant univer- 
sity is to the students and to the people of 
Kansas, and that's important to us at Kan- 
sas State," he said. "Wefald has done an ex- 
cellent job of leading. Now we need some- 
one who can take us on into the future."

Through the course of 
the show, audience mem- 
bers learn the nuns' biogra- 
phies and see what their as- 
pirations were before they 
entered the convent, he 
said. 

"It's a very well-done 
musical comedy, which is 
why it's been around for so 



long," Jackson said.

No one likes the 
idea of paying more 
money for anything. 
This includes the fear 
that K-State students 
will see rent rates go up 
if the rental inspection 
ordinance is passed. 

Still, it might be 
worth shelling out a lit- 
tle extra money to en- 
sure a safe living envi- 
ronment. As it is now, 
students could be liv- 
ing in a house or apart- 
ment that has not un- 
dergone any formal in- 
spection for 20 years. 

In the past, rent- 
al companies have 
passed their proper- 
ties around, and in the 
transition from one 
company to anoth- 
er, no inspection takes 
place. Without any ac- 
countability, landlords 
have no reason to ad- 
here to any level of 
cleanliness or safety 
within the homes they 
lease. 

Students are often 
fearful or intimidat- 
ed about calling their 
landlords if something 
goes wrong, whether 
they are worried they 
will lose their depos- 
it or are not sure how 
to approach their land- 
lord. 

That said, having en- 
forced rental inspec- 
tions will also help in- 
form renters of their 
rights to get problems 
fixed in a timely man- 
ner. While you should 
never have to call code 
on your landlord, it be- 
comes necessary at 
times when landlords 
ignore complaints from 
tenants. 

While rent might go 
up for some if the rent- 
al inspection ordinance 
passes, its long-term 
benefits far outweigh 
the short-term cost.

Kennedy woefully unqualified for Senate seat

Candidate A has been 
in the public's eye for years 
and is perhaps best known 
for her country-wide tours, on 
which she interacted with and 
learned about the lives of nor- 
mal Americans, despite her 
high-class upbringing. Dur- 
ing the 2008 presidential cam- 
paign, she proposed compro- 
mises to several hot-button is- 
sues like energy policy that 
garnered praise from leading 
politicians like Nancy Pelosi. 

Candidate B has raised 
funds for the New York City 
public schools where she 
was paid a salary of $1 and 
worked three days a week. She 
also is the honorary chair of 
the American Ballet Theater. 
More recently, she chaired the 
search committee for Barack 
Obama's vice president. 

Can you guess which one 
is Kennedy? Caroline is Can- 
didate B, and Candidate A is 
. . . Paris Hilton. Yes, the famed 
socialite - who appeared in

We've been told that our time 
is limited. The power of the Unit- 
ed States is on the wane. The po- 
sition America has assumed only 
since the collapse of the Soviet 
Union is close to being snapped 
up. I even read an editorial writ- 
ten by a Brit who claimed it is not 
so bad losing superpower status, 
and we should welcome it. 

Isn't this a little hasty? The 
military might of the United 
States is unrivaled, the gross do- 
mestic product is more than three 
times larger than the closest coun- 
try (Japan), the culture is every- 
where, and English is the interna- 
tional language. 

And yet on Jan. 14, the Wall 
Street Journal ran an opinion ar- 
ticle entitled "American Power 



is on the Wane." It lists the rea- 
sons: America is running a high 
budget and trade deficit, has an 
overstretched military, and is fac- 
ing new contenders. Nearly over- 
looked, however, are the great as- 
sets that we, as Americans, enjoy. 

Yes, times are rough. We 
have gone from a healthy bud- 
get surplus to a painfully large 
deficit and haven't been running 
a trade surplus since the 1970s. 
The financial crisis has hurt peo- 
ple from all walks of life and torn 
down several venerable institu- 
tions like the Lehman Brothers, a 
bank more than a century old that 
finally went bankrupt. Our mili- 
tary is stretched between Europe, 
Iraq, Afghanistan and Korea, do- 
ing everything from deterrence to 
counter-insurgence. At the same 
time, we see China and India with 
expanding economies and Russia 
with renewed imperialist vigor. 

However, these circumstanc- 
es are more than tolerable. Amer- 
ica has thrived on adversity, go- 
ing from shambles in the Great 
Depression to pre-eminence dur- 
ing the 1950s. In between it sur- 
vived a budget deficit much worse 
than the current one, unemploy- 
ment reaching into the 20-percent 
range, and a war on two fronts 



against three countries. 

Remember, America didn't 
get superpower status by mis- 
take. We are an immigrant nation, 
powered by people who chose to 
pursue their dreams in the freest 
country of the world. Presidents 
John F. Kennedy and Ronald Rea- 
gan spoke of the "shining city 
upon a hill" that the United States 
is. 

"A tall, proud city built on 
rocks stronger than oceans, wind- 
swept, God-blessed and teeming 
with people of all kinds living in 
harmony and peace, a city with 
free ports that hummed with com- 
merce and creativity" is how Rea- 
gan described it in his farewell ad- 
dress in January 1989. 

This nation is a beacon of 
hope. Nowhere else is there such 
diversity - of religion, of opinion, 
of ethnicity and of trade. Scot- 
tish bobbin boys can grow up to 
be billionaires, skinny Austrian 
immigrant boys can become gov- 
ernors, and the boy of a Kansas 
mother and a Kenyan father born 
in Hawaii is our president. Wom- 
en sit in the U.S. Senate and as 
CEOs of Fortune 500 Companies. 
In America, you are what you 
make yourself to be. 

Innovation has been a char- 



acteristic trait throughout Ameri- 
ca's history. From the unique tac- 
tics used in the American Revolu- 
tion to the invention of the light 
bulb through tireless experimen- 
tation to the moon landers, Amer- 
icans have shown a penchant for 
creativity. The federal government 
and corporations spend vast sums 
of money on research to remain 
on the cutting edge of the world. 

The tolerance present in 
America is likewise incredible. 
America has a much more reli- 
gious population than other na- 
tions in the First World, and yet it 
offers a safe haven where atheists 
and gays can belong when they 
would not even be given the right 
to live in Iran. Politically, the gov- 
ernment is as open as any. In Chi- 
na, dissent is punished with bul- 
lets. Here, the Supreme Court 
ruled that burning an American 
flag is constitutionally protected 
political speech. 

Nothing has changed these 
fundamental facts about America.

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Students share their love for music, how it enhances their daily lives

The name Rob Gordon might be synonymous 
with someone possessing stellar taste in music. 
The fictional "High Fidelity" character talks about 
artists so obscure, the dialogue sounds almost like 
a secret language. But for these music fanatics, the 
crate-digging in a record store, the fervent passion 
when discussing artists, the sheer love of sound - 
it's a reality. 

Jimbo Ivy, senior in English, said he recalls 
growing up watching his father, who was a pastor 
in a Southern Baptist church, and standing in awe 
of the powerhouse choir bellowing out the gospel. 

"That was probably my first real exposure to 
the power of music," Ivy said. "No one can sing 
like that. But my dad was also a big classics nut 
and an especially huge fan of Stevie Ray Vaughn, 
Eric Clapton, the Rolling Stones, ZZ Top 
and Creedence Clearwater Revival. I got 
an early classic rock schooling." 

Ivy said, however, it took the Seattle- 
based grunge explosion to really trig- 
ger his interest. Soundgarden, Green 
Day and Nirvana were just a few of the 
bands that made Ivy feel like he never 
had before. 

"In 1992, my sister had just turned 
16," Ivy said. "Grunge was just start- 
ing to blow up, and worshipping her in 
all of her coolness, I begged her for her 
CDs and tapes. I would say it was then 
I realized music was something innately 
powerful and linked to my personal en- 
richment. All those great early '90s bands 
were added to my already eclectic musi- 
cal education." 

Ivy said one of the most memora- 
ble concerts he ever attended was a small 
gathering of Ben Folds fans at the Beau- 
mont Club, a venue in Kansas City, Mo. 
With no backing band, Folds came out 
and played a stunning set, even dividing 
the crowd into makeshift a cappella "horn 
sections" during the hit single "Army." On 
cue, with a silencing piano thud, Folds 
jumped to his feet and conducted the 



crowd to chilling synchronicity. 

"It was pure magic; the joy was priceless," Ivy 
said. "Everyone was a part of it - everyone knew 
the song and sang together in harmony with Ben 
Folds himself." 

But in summarizing what exactly it is about 
music that is so powerful, Ivy said it is simply per- 
sonal. 

"Music, through its nature as an aural experi- 
ence, has a way of inspiring mood in an extremely 
personal way that is an absolute necessity for my 
personal process," he said. 

Chad Howard, K-State alumnus, added that 
he gets chills even after hearing a favorite song a 
hundred times. 

"Music makes the ordinary extraordinary and 
the exciting even better," Howard said. 

"A good song is timeless and will last with you 
throughout the years, and you'll always be happy 




to hear it - no matter how many times it has been 
played." 

Howard said the power of music is continually 
stunning to him, noting an experience at a Weezer 
appearance in Kansas City, Mo. 

"Even before the show started, there was a 
theater full of people just screaming the lyrics to 
the pre-show music," said Howard. "The energy 
was electric. Everyone in that room was a kid who 
had dreams of being a rock star, and then we got 
to watch four guys who had taken that dream and 
succeeded with it." 

Rus Mayse, sophomore in open option, agreed 
that emotion can be conveyed through music and 
said that is one reason it is so powerful. 

"Music is a way of relieving everyday stress, 
expressing myself and influencing the emotions of 
other people," Mayse said. "Music is a way of influ- 
encing the way people feel. From the tempo to the 
sound and volume, it creates moods 
and alters thoughts." 

Mayse said as an instrumentalist, 
he finds himself drawn to the instru- 
ments instead of the lyrics. 

"Most people can recite lyrics 
from numerous songs," Mayse said. "I 
can't even guess one line from most 
because I naturally listen to the in- 
struments. All I hear from lyrics is 
the melody. It has been that way my 
whole life. 
"That is probably why I find jam 
bands so much fun. The concept 
of nonstop playing and flowing 
from one song into the next or 
completely changing the feel of 
the song without stopping is an art 
form. This really separates talent from 
noise and allows the inner language of music 
to be voiced in a way that's complex yet easi- 
ly heard." 

Mayse said he thinks few things can uni- 
versally effect all humankind like music. 

"It's more than just sounds," he said. It's a 
universal language that every culture accepts. 
Everyone can be a part of it and take some- 
thing to enjoy from it that is unique and per- 
sonal."

WADE WATCH LIST 

K- State senior guard Sha- 
lee Lehning has been added 
to the 2008-09 State Farm 
Wade Trophy watch list in 
an announcement by the 
State Farm 
Wade Tro- 
phy Com- 
mittee on 
Wednesday. 
The "Wade 
Watch" list 
consists of 
30 student- 
athletes 
from seven 
conferenc- 
es. 

Lehning adds Wednes- 
day's honor to two previ- 
ous national lists: 2008-09 
Wooden Award watch list 
and 2008-09 Lowe's Senior 
CLASS Award candidate. 
The product of Sublette, 
Kan., owns the K-State ca- 
reer record for assists with 
711, ranks fourth in career 
rebounds with 823 and 30th 
in career points with 1,055. 
She is the only player in Big 
12 Conference history to 
register 1,000 points, 800 
rebounds and 700 assists for 
her career. She also holds 
the Big 12 and K-State re- 
cords for triple-doubles in a 
career (4) and a season (2). 

This season, Lehning 
leads the nation in assists at 
8.8 per game and paces the 
Wildcats in rebounds per 
game at 7.5. She also ranks

Wildcats still winless in Big 12 play

After back-to-back road games and three 
straight losses by an average of 15 points, the 
K-State men's basketball team returned home 
to face the No. 23 Baylor Bears on Wednesday 
night. 

Even playing in the friendly confines of 
Bramlage Coliseum could not cure the ailing 
Wildcats as they lost to the Bears, 83-65. 

Both teams started the game slowly. Baylor 
freshman forward Quincy Acy scored the first 
two points at 17:49 left in the first half. K-State 
would get its first basket and tie the score at 
2-2 more than a full minute later. 

The Bears then proceeded to go on an eight- 
point run and extend their lead to 10-2, a lead 
the Wildcats would never recover from. 

"Well, we knew coming in that this is a 
tough place to play," said Baylor head coach 
Scott Drew. "I felt we matched their intensity 
early on and felt like it gave us a chance to get 
a lead." 

With 4:33 left in the first half, Baylor was 
up 27-16 over the Wildcats, when Baylor guard 
LaceDarius Dunn went on his own 9-3 scoring 
run, in which he hit three straight 3-pointers. 

Wednesday's game marks the 23rd consecu- 
tive game in which Dunn has made a 3-point- 
er. It's the third longest streak in Baylor history 
and he has made at least one 3-pointer in 47 of 
his 49 career games. 

"I have to give a lot of credit to our guards," 
Dunn said. "They found the open spots, and 
it was my responsibility to knock down the 
shots." 

K-State scored the final four points of the 
half to trail 36-23 at halftime. 

"They just went on another run that we 
couldn't get out of," K-State senior forward 
Darren Kent said. "Teams have been digging 
holes in our defense and we've been having 
trouble getting out of them." 

During the second half, the Wildcats shot 
the ball more efficiently. But Baylor had an an- 
swer for every Wildcat run and never allowed 
K-State to get within 12 points in the second 
half.

"That's how they play," said head coach Frank 
Martin. "They are very aggressive offensively, 
and they get a lead and then Curtis Jerrells con- 
trols the game and he gets guys open shots." 

Dunn led all scorers with 33 points, shoot- 
ing 75 percent from behind the 3-point line. 
Jerrells had 18 points, while Kevin Rogers and 
Acy each had 12 points. 

The Bears as a team shot 56 percent from 
the field and 59.1 percent from behind the 
arc. 

Leading the way for K-State was junior 
guard Denis Clemente with 17 points. Domi- 
nique Sutton had 12 points and Kent had 11 
points for the Wildcats. 

K-State (11-7, 0-4 Big 12 Conference) trav- 
els to Boulder, Colo., on Saturday to play the 
Colorado Buffaloes. Tip-off is set for 5 p.m. 



Women cruise to conference road win

The No. 15 K-State 
Wildcats started their 
two-game road trip off 
on the right foot as they 
handled the Red Raiders 
of Texas Tech 60-48 at 
the United Spirit Arena 
in Lubbock, Texas. With 
the win, the Wildcats im- 
proved to 16-1 overall 
and 3-1 in Big 12 Confer- 
ence play. 

Senior guard Shalee 
Lehning and senior for- 
ward Marlies Gipson 
led the way for K-State 
as they each recorded 
a double-double in the 
contest. Lehning finished 
with 16 points and 11 
rebounds, while Gipson 
registered 11 points and 
10 rebounds. With nine 



assists, Lehning was one 
assist shy from register- 
ing her fifth career triple- 
double. 

Lehning holds the 
record for career triple- 
doubles in the Big 12 
with four. Two of her 
four triple-doubles were 
recorded this season in 
nonconference play. 

With the double- 
double, Lehning has 18 
in her Wildcat career. 

Gipson continued her 
incredible season in the 
block category as she re- 
corded two in the contest 
to increase her career 
total to 234. Gipson be- 
came the K-State career 
block leader during the 
Dec. 20 match against 
Indiana State, surpassing 
Nicole Ohlde (2001-04). 

Junior forward Ashley 



Sweat led the Wildcats in 
scoring along with Lehn- 
ing, scoring 16 points. 
With the effort, Sweat 
became the 36th player 
in school history to re- 
cord 1,000 points in her 
career. The Wildcats have 
three players on their 
roster with over 1,000 
career points - Lehning, 
Gipson and Sweat. 

K-State led the con- 
test at the half, 22-20, 
while shooting 38.1 per- 
cent and shot 44.4 per- 
cent from behind the arc. 
Leading the Wildcats 
from behind the arc was 
junior guard Kari Kin- 
caid. Kincaid was 3-8 
on her attempts from 
3-point territory. 

The Wildcat defense 
proved again why it is 
ranked atop the Big 12, 



holding the Red Raiders 
to 48 points, one point 
shy of their average. 

Heading into the sec- 
ond half, the Wildcats 
cruised to their 16th 
victory of the season, 
with the defense holding 
Texas Tech to 33 -percent 
shooting in the second 
half. 

Following the victory 
in Lubbock, the Wildcats 
will conclude their Big 
12 road trip by traveling 
to Lawrence on Saturday 
to take on KU. 

In their previous 
meeting, the Wildcats 
defeated the Jayhawks in 
convincing fashion, 72- 
39. 

Tip-off for the game, 
which will be broadcast 
on Fox Sports Net, is set 
for 11 a.m. 



K-State 
fans must 
remain 
patient

The adage is that patience is 
a virtue. That will have to hold 
true for the K-State men's bas- 
ketball this season. 

It's not easy for a team to 
overcome the loss of four start- 
ers, two of which are in the 
NBA: Bill Walker and Michael 
Beasley. 

K-State is young - but don't 
take that as an excuse for 
Wednesday night's 83-65 col- 
lapse against Baylor. 

K-State made Baylor guard 
LaceDarius Dunn look like he 
was playing horse on the play- 
ground Wednesday night as he 
hit 9-of-12 from beyond the 
arc. 

The defense that coach 
Frank Martin prides himself on 
has disappeared. K-State has al- 
lowed three straight opponents 
to shoot better than 50 percent 
from the floor. 

For K-State to win, the game 
has to be ugly. It cannot allow 
its opponents to come out and 
hit 56 percent of its shots like 
Baylor did. 

It simply cannot happen 
because they don't have the of- 
fensive firepower to overcome 
a poor defensive effort. 

The Wildcats, at times, play 
out of control. There is a lack of 
an offensive flow for this year's 
K-State team, in large part be- 
cause of K-State's reliance last 
year on Beasley and Walker. 

Beasley and Walker had the 
ability to make K-State look 
good when in fact they were 
bad. The Wildcats could miss a 
shot, but it would be unnoticed 
because one of them would be 
there to grab the rebound and 
score. 

When the Wildcats miss this 
year, it looks bad. It's simply 
a team that cannot afford to 
miss shots. They cannot allow 
teams to beat them on numer- 
ous backdoor cuts or allow op- 
ponents to go on large scoring 
runs. 

There is no room for error 
for this team. They are play- 
ing with only 10 scholarship 
players and have one only one 
senior on the team in Darren 
Kent. 

Martin has said the Wildcats 
are young, and while that holds 
true, the excuse cannot be used 
much longer. He said the same 
last year, and the Wildcats will 
once again have several young 
players next year when they 
add a consensus Top-25 class 
nationally that is loaded with 
four incoming freshmen. 

Martin admitted his team 
is scarred from the 0-4 start to 
conference play, the worst since 
1996-97, when K-State lost its 
first nine conference games. 

"We lost four games in a row 
last year at the end of the sea- 
son," Martin said after the Bay- 
lor game. "The difference there 
is that we had two senior guards 
in Blake Young and Clent Stew- 
art who wouldn't let that team 
fall apart, and they helped me." 

And that's part of the prob- 
lem with this team. Martin ad- 
mitted it has no leader and is 
searching for someone to grab 
hold of the reins. 

"Denis [Clemente] is trying 
to be that person for us this 
year, and we need to follow his 
energy," Martin said. 

Yes, there are several prob- 
lems with this team and some 
of it comes down to the simple 
X's and O's of coaching. It also 
comes down to talent and a 
lack of experience. 

Next year, talent will not be 
a problem and the youthfulness 
excuse should evaporate. 

I know it's hard, but pa- 
tience is a virtue, and that will 
be a must, as 2009 is the year 
that must be a success for Mar- 
tin and K-State - and with the 
way this year's staff recruits, I 
don't think that will be a prob- 
lem.
